OTTAWA (CP) — Postal 
workers across Canada bare 
given their union leaders ov¬ 
erwhelming support to call a 
nationwide strike this summer 
if a satisfactory, contract is not 
granted by foe government. 

Roger Decarie, co-chairman 
nf the Council of Postal Unions 
which represents about 21.000 
postal employees, announced re¬ 
sults Monday of a mailed refer¬ 
endum seeking strike authority. 


Union member* voted 51.2 per 
cent in favor of a strike if cur¬ 
rent negotiations prove unsatis¬ 
factory. Decarie said. 


The council sent out 24.115 
ballot*, received 11.388 votes in 
favor of a strike, 1,635 against 
and 121 spoiled ballots 
The council broke off negotia¬ 
tions with the treasury board 
April 24 after three months of 


bargaining and applied for es¬ 
tablishment at m conciliation 
board. 

Jacob Flnkelraan. chairman 
of the publie service staff rela¬ 
tions board, later agreed to this 
request and the parties nominat¬ 
ed representatives to the concil¬ 
iation board. 

However, they were unable to 
select a mutually acceptable 
chairman within the time period 
set out in the legislation govern¬ 


ing collective bargaining in the 
public service. Flnkelman 
now is expected to appoint a 
chairman.

There was always a streak

In the end he was 
wrong because be did terrible 
harm to his country. But be 
was wrong only because his 
policies failed."

Religion provided a perhaps 
mare potent strain of fan¬ 
aticism. Sirhan was fonder of 
his mother than of his father 
and imfailingiy obedient to 
her. From her he learned his 
religion. It became steadily 
more obsessive, seemingly 
one of the props of his belief 
fa bis future greatness. 

Sirhan always went straight 
home after school. Every 
evening he would read the 
Bible—his favorite—then kneel 
by his bed for long prayers. 

It was religion, in fact, that 
finally split the family. And 
here the msytery about one 
possibly Vital aspect of Sir- 
ban's life begins. 

Around 1956 Slrhan's 
parents started to break up. 
The mukhtar (head man) at 
Taibeh says the split began 
when the mother became 
strongly draw n to the 
Jehovah's Witnesses.

A version of events given by 
people who know the family, 
i* that after the break-up, the 
sect helped the mo I her to go 
to America in 1957 with 
Sirhan. two of his brothers 
and his sister. 

The father apparently 
started divorce proceedings 
through a Greek Orthodox 
court, but stopped them same 
months later and decided to 
join his family in America. 
Other friends claim that the 
passage, also, waa assisted by 
the Jehovah's Witnesses. 

The father’s present re¬ 
lationship with tile sect is 
unclear. The Jehovah's Wit¬ 
nesses have been banned in 
Jordan for nine years, but 
they still proselytise fiercely 

particularly fa the Old City 
of Jerusalem. 

So Sirhan comes from a 
back g ro u nd at tension—a 
home broken largely by dis¬ 
agreements over the doctrine 
of a somewhat fanatical sect. 
The Jehovah’s Witnesses may 
not themselves he relevant: 
hut the air of adamant and 
even intolerant righteousness 
inseparable from the sect 
probably is significant to the 
understanding of Sirhan.

Here, Mary Sirhan. the 
mother, settled her family. 
She rented a write wooden 
biaigalow in the only racially 
mixed neighborhood to Pasa¬ 
dena, an ageing suburb of Los 
Angeles. Its residents erf it 
"the city of roaes," but the 
bloom has faded. 

Sirhan went to the John 
Muir righ school, an excellent 
school, and did well. He had 
“A” grades: he was aa the 
student council for his last 
two years — he even Joined 
the officer cadet corps. Then 
he went oo to Pasadena City 
College, a distinctly second- 
rate institution. By all 
accounts he was a serious 
student. Here Is what hit 
contemporaries sa y about 

him: 

"A taciturn Individual who 
did not say very much... 
friendly, really pleasant, but 
hard to get to know ... he 
was so weak and scrawny, but 
always ao neat. The other kida 
came to school in sweat shirts 
and jeans, but Sirhan always 
had a clean shirt ... he was 
briHiant. He was studying 
Russian when everyone else 
was studying English and 
Spanish ... he waa calm and 
weD-mannered, nothing evil 
about him ... be dreamed of 
being something big in Jordan 
after hia studies in the 
university . . ." 


Even before be left the Gty 
College, Sirhan was earning a 
few dollars a groom and 
exercise boy at the race track 
at Hollywood Park. After he 
left, he went to work there as 
an exercise boy, walking 
horses to cool them off after 
training. Apparently he wanted 
to be a jockey, a despairing 
dream, far be was a little too 
big to have much hope of 
succeeding. 

On Sept 25, 3966, even that 
dream shattered. He was 
thrown from a horse and 
injured; later Sirhan daimed 
that this fad had damaged hk 
eyesight — his suit was 
settled out at court for 12,000.

But America took the young 
Sirhan. From the backstreets 
of Jerusalem, he was hurled 
into the maelstrom of Los 
Angeles.

Both parents are very re¬ 
ligious, fiie mother more 
intense. The father — a small, 
round Wvxdderrd man vrifir a 
Mgh-pHehed, rfghfly whirling 
voice — Is said to have been 
strict with Ms children. 
Friends say he gave them 
very tittle poket money. He 
had very little to give: He 
was out of work far long 
period s . 

Tha parents were Christians 
— Greek Orthodox — but fiiey 
sent Sihan to the Lutheran 
school in fiie old city It was 
near their flat. A teacher who 
rrenemfcerfc Sirhan. Salim 
Awad. now the headmaster, 
produce s records showfre fiat 
at least until he left for 
America at the age of 12, the 
hoy waa of above-average 
ability. 

Sirhan never succeeded In 
getting to the top of his class: 
when he left he was cmly 
seventh out of 16. Yet he was 
convinced of his own 
fcriffianoe.

So runs Mermingcr's classic 
description of paranoia.

Sirhan Bilhari Siihan 
landed in New York on Jan. 
12, 1957, with hk mother, his 
sister Aida — who died of 
cancer last year — and three 
brothers: Sharif, Adel and 
Muneir (the fourth. Said, 
arrived in 1960.) 

The father, who joined them 
a few months later, stayed fa 
New York, where he found 
work as a plumber, and the 
mother took the children out 
to California, where she got a 
job as a children’s nurse. 

But the father stayed fa 
America for only three years, 
and lived with his family fa 
Ixm Angeles — for only a 
short part of that time. He 
says he came back to Jordan 
to look after hia mother, aged 
as far as anyone can teQ 


“He waa a man of principle. 
He didn’t drink, be didn't 
smoke, be always said he 
wouldn't lie. But he was 
emotional. He resented 
authority. He didn't tike to 
take orders." In the end. on 
March 7 this year, Sirhan was 
fired. R was the end of the 
line. 

One of Los Angeles' leading 
psychiatrists suggested to us 
lhat Sirhan was an interesting 
case because his latent hatred 
of authority — a Freudian 
might say this had something 
to do with his support of Ms 
mother against his father fa 
the long marital struggle — 
was re i nforced by his ideo¬ 
logical attitudes.

Canadiens Pluck Coach from Scouting Staff 


MONTREAL <CP) — Mont¬ 
real Canadiens have a new 
coach today and Vancouver 
once again has its loot in the 
door in a step the city hopes 
will lead to a National Hockey 
League franchise for the 1969-70 
season. 

In a Monday news conference, 
Sam Pollock. Canadiens' vice- 
president and general manager, 
announced that Claude Ruel has 
been chosen to succeed coach 
Toe Blake, who retired last 
month after bringing eight Stan¬ 
ley Cups to Montreal in 13 
years. 

TO ATTEND DRAFT 

Ruel will take his place 
Wednesday among the seven- 
man Montreal^ delegation at the 
intra-league draft, a position he 
has held before as Pollock's 
righto and man In many bar¬ 
gaining sessions. 

Ruel, who will not reach his 


30th birthday until Sept. 12. has 
been a member of the Montreal 
chain for 15 years as a junior 
player, then scout and coach. 

Ibe new coach’s playing ca¬ 
reer was brought to an abrupt 
halt at 19, when he was struck 
in Che left eye by a Stick, losing 
the sight of the eye. 

WANTED TO STAY 

He indicated to Pollock Ms de¬ 
sire to remain with the Cana¬ 
diens in some capacity and was 
offered toe position as coach of 
the Junior A entry, then operat¬ 
ing from Hull-Ottawa. 

Tbe short, heavily-built Ruel 
had been labelled for the NHL 
as a defenceman and also 
showed promise as early as age 
13 as a major league baseball 
prospect. 

UNANMOU8 CHOKE 

Pollock Said Ruel, who 
variously served as a junior 
coach, scout and director of 


player personnel, was the sole 
candidate for the coaching job 
in his opinion. 

"I want to make It clear,'* 
he said, "That Ruel is a unani¬ 
mous choice by our organisa¬ 
tion. He was our only candi¬ 
date.” 

Ruel was firist approached to 
take the coaching position a 
month ago and hesitated at 
first. 

ENTHU8EA8M GROWS 

"But each time I talked to 
hhn be became more enthusias¬ 
tic.” Pollock added. 

Ruel has had previous experi¬ 
ence witfr some of the players 
he’ll be coaching. 

He played with Ralph Back- 
strom, Henri Richard and 
Bobby Rousseau as a junior and 
coaohed defenceman J. C. 
Tremblay and forwards Gilles 
Tremblay and Bobby Roubaeau 
as juniors. 


Ruel is a native of 
Sherbrooke, Que., and a quiet 
and almost reticent man in both 
his native French and adopted 
English languge. 

He is known as a hard task¬ 
master and is said to have an 
ability to determine a player's 
possibilities without taking any 
notes.
